Is the Keyes Electio n Law Co nstiiu- 
tio nal Y 
I t seems to me that m some of its 
pro visio ns, it is not For instance, 
the Co nstitntio n—See. I, Art 7—de­ 
fines the qualificatio ns o f electo rs 
substantially as fo llo ws: 
Male per­ 
so ns, twentv-o ne years o f age, who 
have resided in the United States o ne 
year, in this state fo ur mo nths, and m 
the electio n district ten da vs, and who 
are either citizens o f the United 
States, o r, if o f fo reign birth, have de­ 
clared their intentio n, etc. 
Other 
pro visio ns fo llo w, but these are suffi­ 
cient fo r the purpo ses o f the po ints 
here made. 
The Co nstitutio n is, it is 
to be o bserved, silent as to registra­ 
tio n, and do es no t require the legisla­ 
ture to enact a registratio n law. 
No w, it seems to lie settled, that, 
whertvt he Co nstitutio n o f a state de­ 
fines ho w a right may be exercised, 
the legislature canno t pro vide fo r the 
c*x* rcise o f that right in so me o th« r 
way, no r require an electo r to po ssess 
qualificatio ns no t required by the 
Co nstitutio n, no r can tho se tiualifica- 
tio us be added 
o r changed by legis­ 
lative enactqaeo t 
Co urta hare held 
that the effect o f a registratio n law ia 
to create additio nal qualificatio ns. I t 
is said that, while the legislature may 
impo se additio nal qualificatio ns, they 
must be reaso nable, impartial and uni­ 
fo rm, and must no t directly o r in­ 
directly deny o r abridge the co nstitu­ 
tio nal right o f the cjtizen to vo te, o r 
unnecessarily impede lta fcAbro ise. 
If 
they do they are yo id 
One vo ter can no t be required, fo r 
iustauce, !? register, while ano ther 
has the rtght to vo ie T ’^ u t register­ 
ing. 
A law was passed requiri^J a 
registratio n, and 
pro vided fo r its 
publicatio n, and unless so registered, 
an electo r co uld no t vo te—held un­ 
co nstitutio nal. 
In lo o king o yer that part o f o ur— 
the Keyes—law, it wo ula seem to be 
neither reaso nable, impartial, no r uni­ 
fo rm. 
Fo r example, it divides the 
state into rive distinct classes, and 
pro vides a different registratio n fo r 
each. 
Again by Sec. 18 it is pro vided, 
that in cities o f 12,000, o r upwards, no 
perso n can vo te unless registered, and 
by Sec. 12 in cities ef 40,000 no per­ 
so n shall be registered unless he ap- 
¡» ear perso nally o r register by affida- 
, vit. 
Practically a perso nal registra­ 
tio n. 
In the case o f D aggett vs. Hudso n, 
43 Ohio S t 548, in passing upo n the 
validity o f a law o f the state requiring 
the registratio n o f yo ters io Cincinnati 
and Cleveland, in all cases as a co ndi­ 
tio n to a right to vo te, and allo wing 
o nly seven days in which to register 
and co rrect the registratio n, and m ak­ 
ing no pro visio n fo r subsequent regis­ 
tratio n, o r whereby tho se co nstitu- 
ally qualified m ight vo te upo n sho w­ 
ing go o d reaso ns ¿o r no t having regis­ 
tered in time, the co urt held the act 
unco nstitutio nal, and say: 
“We have 
been unable to find any case where a 
registratio n act has been upheld as 
co nstitutio nal which co ntained similar 
pro visio ns.’’ 
It was held by the Su­ 
preme Co urt o f Michigan, that a reg­ 
istratio n law L» unreaso nable and vo id 
if it pro vides fo r but five registratio n 
days, at o ne o f which the electo r must 
make perso nal applicatio n fo r registra­ 
tio n. and that “the legislature has no 
jxiwer to restrain o r abridge o r un- 
i necessarily to impede the free exercise 
! o f the ballo t, and this law (o f that 
! state) disfranchises ayerY perso n to o 
j ill to attend the bo ard o f registratio n, 
and unreaso nably and unnecessarily 
requires j*erso us who se duties, public 
and private, are o utside o f Detro it, to 
return ho me to register." 
Then, to o , Sec. 3, Art. 15, Co nst., 
pro vides, that “the legislature shall 
pro vide fo r a unifo rm o ath o r affirma­ 
tio n to be adm inistered at all elec , 
tio ns.” 
We submit that this law pro ­ 
vides fo r divers and sundry o aths, but 
do es no t give the right to affirm to 
tho se who do no t “swear at all 
So much as to the effects o f this law 
upo n the rights o f the vo ter. 
But 
ho w abo ut the wo uld-be o ffice-ho lder? 
Are his co nstitutio nal rights affected 
by this act ? 
Sec. 7. Art. 7 Co nst., declares th at 
“every perso n who , by the pro visio ns 
o f this article, shall be entitled to vo te 
at any electio n, shall be eligible to 
o ffice, etc.” 
That is to say, anv perso n 
po ssessed o f the co nstitutio nal qualifi­ 
catio ns o f a vo ter, may ho ld o ffice. 
Again Sec. 7, Art. 1, says that “no 
religio us test o r. amo unt o f pro perty 
shall ever be required as a qualifica­ 
tio n fo r o ffice o f public trust under 
the state.” 
No w, no twithstanding these pro ­ 
visio ns o f o ur co nstitutio n, the Keyes 
law impo ses upo n the candidate fo r 
o ffice the further and additio nal re­ 
quirement, amo ng 
o thers, that he 
shall receive a no minatio n either by a 
co nventio n o r a po litical party ho ld­ 
ing, at the last electio n, at least o ne 
per cent o f the vo te cast in the dis­ 
trict, o r by a petitio n signed by at 
least o ne per cent o f such vo te. 
Ap­ 
plying the rules abo ve cited, can it 
be said that this do es no t abridge, re­ 
strain o r impede the right o f the citi­ 
zen to ho ld o ffice? 
Suppo se a perso n 
co nstitutio nally 
qualified 
to ho ld 
o ffice, sho uld wish to run independent 
o f any po litical p^rty. 
He co uld re­ 
ceive no no minatio n by a co nventio n, 
and he is fo rced to pass aro und a j>e- 
titio n and secure at least o ne percent 
o f the vo te named. 
W hat if there 
was no vo te cast in that particular 
district at the last electio n? 
And if 
o ne per cent., why no t ten o r twenty 
o r any o ther num ber o f petitio ners? 
To say the least it m ight pro ve a 
so urce o f humiliatio n to the citizen 
who co uld no t co mply with all the 
red tape o f this mo st wo nderful law. 
And if the fo rego ing are held to bs 
go o d law, what o f that o ther pro vis­ 
io n which requires the candidate fo r 
o ffice to put up a fee as a co nditio n 
to his right to be vo ted fo r and to 
ho ld o ffice? 
To ho ld a state o ffice it 
is necessary to pay the sum o f twenty 
do llars. 
Isn’t this requiring “an 
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amo unt o f pro perty as a qualificatio n 
fo r o ffice?” 
W hat if the amo ufit is 
small? 
If the legislature has the 
po wer to require the paym ent o f 120, 
it has the right to fix the amo unt at 
any o ther figure.

It seems to me that rn rn 
provisions, it rn not For 
the Constitution—See. I, A rt 7—de­ 
fines the qualifications of electors 
substantially as follows: Male per­ 
sons, twentv-one years of age, who 
have resided in the United States one 
year, in this state four months, and in 
the election district ten dave, and who 
are either citizens of the United 
States, or, if of foreign birth, have de­ 
clared their intention, etc. 
Other 
provisions follow, but these are suffi­ 
cient for the purposes of the points 
here made. The Constitution is, it is 
to be observed, silent as to registra­ 
tion, and does not require the legisla­ 
ture to enact a registration law. 
Now, it seems to be settled, that, 
whereat he Constitution of a state de­ 
fines how a right may be exercised, 
the legislature cannot provide for the 
ex* rcise of that right in some other 
way. nor require an elector to possess 
qualifications not required by the 
Constitution, nor can those qual (fica- 
t lulls be added to or changed by legis­ 
lative enactment Courts hare held 
that the effect of a registration law is 
to create additional qualifications. It 
is said that, while the legislature may 
impoee additional qualifications, they 
must be reasonable, imoartial aud uni­

ing. A law was passed re q u ire * 
registration, and provided for its 
publication, and unless so registered, 
an elector could not vote—held un­ 
constitutional. 
In looking oyer that part of our— 
the Keyes—law, it would seem to be 
neither reasonable, impartial, nor uni­ 
form. 
For example, it divides the 
state into five distinct classes, and 
provides a different registration for 
each. Again by Sec. 18 it is provided, 
that in cities of 12,000, or upwards, no 
person can vote unless registered, and 
ny Sec. 12 in cities «f 40,000 no per­ 
son shall be registered unless he ap­ 
pear personally or register by affida­ 
vit. Practically a personal registra­ 
tion. 
In the case of Daggett vs. Hudson, 
43 Ohio S t 548, in passing upon the 
validity of a law of the state requiring 
the registration of voters in Cincinnati 
and Cleveland, in all cases as a condi­ 
tion to a right to vote, and allowing 
only seven days in which to register 
and correct the registration, and mak­ 
ing no provision for subsequent regis­ 
tration, or whereby those coLstitu- 
ally qualified might vote upon show­ 
ing good reasons for not having regis­ 
tered in time, the court held the act 
unconstitutional, and say: “We have 
been unable to find any case where a 
registration act has been upheld as 
constitutional which contained similar 
provisions.'’ 
It was held by the Su­ 
preme Court of Michigan, that a reg­ 
istration law is unreasonable and void 
if it provides for but five registration 
days, at one of which the elector must 
make personal application for registra­ 
tion, and that “the legislature has no 
power to restrain or abridge or un- 
| necessarily to impede the free exercise 
of the ballot, aud this law (of that 
state) disfranchises every person too 
ill to attend the board of registration, 
and unreasonably und unnecessarily 
requires jiersons whose duties, public 
and private, are outside of Detroit, to 
return home to register.” 
Then, too, Sec. 3, Art. 15. Const., 
provides, that “the legislature shall 
provide for a uniform oath or affirma­ 
tion to be administered at all elec­ 
tions.” We submit that this law pro­ 
vides for divers and sundry oaths, but 
does not give the right to affirm to 
those who do not “swear at all.” 
So much as to the effects of this law 
upon the rights of the voter. But 
how about the would-be office-holder? 
Are his constitutional rights affected 
by this act ? 
Sec. 7, Art. 7 Const., declares that 
“every person who, by the provisions 
of this article, shall be entitled to vote 
at any election, shall be eligible to 
office, etc.” That is to say, any person 
possessed of the constitutional qualifi­ 
cations of a voter, may hold office. 
Again Sec. 7, Art. I, says that “no 
religious test or. amount of property 
shall ever be required as a qualifica­ 
tion for office of public trust under 
the state.” 
Now’, notwithstanding these pro­ 
visions of our constitution, the Keyes 
law imposes upon the candidate for 
office the further and additional re­ 
quirement, among others, that he 
shall receive a nomination either by a 
convention or a political party hold­ 
ing, at the last election, at least one 
per cent of the vote cast in the dis­ 
trict, or by a petition signed by at 
least one per cent of such vote. 
Ap­ 
plying the rules above cited, can it 
be said that this does not abridge, re­ 
strain or impede the right of the citi­ 
zen to hold office? Suppose a person 
constitutionally 
qualified 
to hold 
office, should w ish to run independent 
of any political p^rty. He could re­ 
ceive no nomination by a convention, 
and he is forced to pass around a pe­ 
tition and secure at least one percent 
of the vote named. 
What if there 
was no vote cast in that particular 
district at the last election? 
And if 
one per cent., why not ten or twenty 
or any other number of petitioners? 
To say the least it might prove a 
source of humiliation to the citizen 
who could not comply with all the 
red tape of this most wonderful law. 
And if the foregoing are held to be 
good law, what of that other provis­ 
ion which requires the candidate for 
office to put up a fee as a condition 
to his right to be voted for and to 
hold office? To hold a state office it 
is necessary to pay tho aum of twenty 
dollars. 
Isn’t this requiring “an 
amount of property as a qualification 
for office?” 
What if the amount is 
small? 
If the legislature has the 
power to require the payment of $20, 
it has the right to fix the amount at 
any other figure.

beat the guard I had stationed over 
the body, took the corpse, and when 
I returned all the people of the vil­ 
lage were gathered about a great fire, 
over which I learned they were roast­ 
ing a human being. 
I did not see it.

menari motioned me to stay away 
under pain of death.

the Constitution—Sec. 1, Art 7—de­ 
fines the qualifications of electors 
substantially as follows: 
Male per­ 
sons, twenty-one years of age, who 
have resided in the United Staten one 
year, in this state four months, and in 
the election district ten days, and who 
are either citizens of the United 
States, or, if of foreign birth, have de­ 
clared their intention, etc. 
Other 
provisions follow, but these are suffi­ 
cient for the purposes of the points 
here made. 
The Constitution is, it is 
to l»e observed, silent as to registra­ 
tion, and does not require the legisla­ 
ture to enact a registration law. 
Now, it seems to be settled, that, 
whenvt he Constitution of a state de­ 
fines how a right may be exercised, 
the legislature cannot provide for the 
exercise of that right in some oth«r 
way, nor require an elector to possess 
qualifications not required by the 
Constitution, nor can those qualifica­ 
tions be added tp or changed by legis­ 
lative enactment- ’ Courts hare fceld 
that the effect of a registration law is 
to create additional qualifications. It 
is said that, while the legislature may 
impose additional qualihcations, they 
must be reasonable, impartial and uni­ 
form, and must not directly or in­ 
directly deny or abridge the constitu­ 
tional right of the cjtizen to vote, or 
unnecessarily impede lt§ Sibroise. 
If 
they do they are void 
< >ne voter cannot be required, for 
instJince M register, while another 
has the right to vote r :U*>u< registCT- 
ing. 
A law was passed requirid^ R 
registration, and 
provided for its 
publication, and unless so registered, 
an elector could not vote— neld un­ 
constitutional. 
In looking oyer that part of our— 
the Keyes—law, it would seem to be 
neither reasonable, impartial, nor uni­ 
form. 
For example, it divides the 
state into five distinct classes, and 
provides a different registration for 
each. 
Again by Sec. 18 it is provided, 
that in cities of 12,000, or upwards, no 
K 


rson can vote unless registered, and 
/ Sec. 12 in cities «f 40,000 no per­ 
son shall be registered unless he ap­ 
pear personally or register by affida­ 
vit. 
Practically a personal registra­ 
tion. 
In the case of Daggett vs. Hudson, 
43 Ohio S t 548, in passing upon the 
validity of a law of the state requiring 
the registration of voters ia Cincinnati 
and Cleveland, in all cases as a condi­ 
tion to a right to vote, and allowing 
only seven days in which to register 
and correct the registration, and mak­ 
ing ao provision for subsequent regis­ 
tration, or whereby those constitu- 
aliy qualified might vote upon show­ 
ing good reasons for not having regis­ 
tered in time, the court held the act 
unconstitutional, and say: 
“We have 
been unable to find any case where a 
registration act has been upheld as 
constitutional which contained similar 
provisions.” 
It was held by the Su­ 
preme Court of Michigan, that a reg­ 
istration law ia unreasonable and void 
if it provides for but five registration 
days, at one of which the elector must 
make personal application for registra­ 
tion. and that “the legislature has no 
power to restrain or abridge or un­ 
necessarily to impede the free exercise 
of the ballot, and this law (of that 
state) disfranchises overv person too 
ill to attend the board of registration, 
and unreasonably and unnecessarily 
requires jiersons whose duties, public 
and private, are outside of Detroit, to 
return home to register.’’ 
Then, too, Sec. 3, Art. 15, Const., 
provides, that “the legislature shall 
provide for a uniform oath or affirma­ 
tion to bo administered at all elec­ 
tions.” 
W e submit that this law pro­ 
vides for divers and sundry oaths, but 
does not give the right to affirm to 
those who do not “swear at all.” 
So much as to the effects of this law 
upon the rights of the voter. 
But 
how about the would-be office-holder? 
Are his constitutional rights affected 
by this act ? 
Sec. 7, Art. 7 Const., declares that 
“every person who, by the provisions 
of this article, shall be entitled to vote 
at any election, shall be eligible to 
office, etc.” 
That is to say, any person 
possessed of the constitutional qualifi­ 
cations of a voter, may hold office. 
Again Sec. 7, Art. 1, says that “no 
religious test or. amount of property 
shall ever be required as a qualifica­ 
tion for office of public trust under 
the state.” 
Now, notwithstanding these pro­ 
visions of our constitution, the Keyes 
law imposes upon the candidate for 
office the further and additional re­ 
quirement, among 
others, that he 
shall receive a nomination either by a 
convention or a political party hold­ 
ing, at the last election, at least one 
per cent of the vote cast in the dis­ 
trict, or by a petition signed by at 
least one per cent of such vote. 
Ap­ 
plying the rules above cited, cau it 
be said that this does not abridge, re­ 
strain or impede the right of the citi­ 
zen to hold office? 
Suppose a person 
constitutionally 
qualified 
to hold 
office, should wish to run independent 
of any political party. 
He could re­ 
ceive no nomination by a convention, 
and he is forced to pass around a pe­ 
tition and secure at least one percent 
of the vote named. 
What if there 
was no vote cast in that particular 
district at the last election? 
And if 
one per cent., why not ten or twenty 
or any other number of petitioners? 
To s&y the least it might prove a 
source of humiliation to the citizen 
who could not comply with all the 
red tape of this most wonderful law. 
And if the foregoing are held to be 
good law, what of that other provis­ 
ion which requires the candidate for 
office to put up a fee as a condition 
to his right to be voted for and to 
hold office?

EXPERIENCE WITH C A N N IB A L S. 


H ow the Rev. Edm und B a s s e t C am e 
N ear Being R oasted and Eaten. 
It is more than fifteen years ago— 
in February, 1870—that I started 
away from Zanzibar with a score of 
natives, says the Rev. Edmund Bas­ 
sett, English missionary to the Congo 
country, in the St. Lofiis Globe-DeiOQ- 
crat. 
I had a journey of over four 
m onths before I reached the chief vil­ 
lage of the Aryumenari people. The 
King, Yiho was afterward converted, 
treated me kindly, but the day after 
I arrived went awav with m ost of his 
people, leaving me to the care of the 
women, children and a large guard.

made arrangements to bury the poor 
fellow th at afternoon, but during a 
temporary absence the Aryumenari 
beat the guard I had stationed over 
the body, took the corpse, and when 
I returned all the people of the vil­ 
lage were gathered about a great fire, 
over which I learned they were roast­ 
ing a human being.
